Hard roads lead to all parts of the nursery and visitors are wel- 
come. A visit during the flowering season is a thing long to be remembered. If it’s good in Colorado, we 
have it. 


Costs are rising in all lines and ours is no exception. Labor is much higher and all materials are up. 
Part of this is reflected in somewhat higher costs for our materials, but we have tried to hold down on 
prices and our offerings are as low as they can be, consistent with the delivery of superior nursery stock, ~ 
the kind that has built the reputation of Roberts thru two decades. We reserve the right to change prices 
without notice. 


Roberts Nursery is on the main highway, No. 85, to Colorado Springs and stretches along that road for two- 
thirds of a mile. An office is maintained there thru the season and attendants are glad to show our acres of 
trees to visitors. 


BUSINESS TERMS 


Effective February 1, 1942, these catalog prices govern, and all previous offerings are cancelled. Special 
offers and sizes made last year and not repeated this year, can no longer be supplied. Our terms are cash with 
order. If you live in Colorado be sure to include the sales tax of 2%. We prefer not to receive currency for 
your remittance unless registered, and cannot be responsible for money lost in transit. Stamps are acceptable — 
in any quantity, smaller denominations preferred.

Orders will be shipped C.0.D. only upon receipt of a deposit of 25% of the value of the order. 


We will use our best judgment in selecting the proper shipping date, but will advise you by postal what 
to expect. Generally, we start shipments to Arizona and New Mexico about the middle of February; to Utah, — 
Colorado, Kansas and Nebraska early in March, and the more northerly states toward the end of March. Ship-_ 
ments to the south should be discontinued about May Ist, and to the north about May 15th. Plants just’ 
won’t ship nicely after it gets hot. ; 


Occasionally trees or other plants are broken in transit or a package is opened for quarantine pee 
and not properly tied again. And sometimes we fill an order incorrectly. If any of these things happen to — 
your shipment, please advise us promptly that we may make proper correction of the difficulty. We can — 
assure you of good stock, true to name, that will reach you in first-class condition.

PROPER PLANTING 


Trees, shrubs and flowers require immediate and careful 
attention for successful results in planting. They must not 
be exposed to the wind or sun before planting, and should 
be promptly watered and cultivated after planting. 


Handling Upon Arrival 


Receive your stock without delay and plant just as soon as 
possible. Plants frozen in transit should not be opened until 
they have been put in a cool but frost proof cellar and gradu- 
ally thawed out. The stock will not be injured if gradually 
thawed out in this way. 


Stock which seems somewhat dry upon opening should be 
buried in wet soil for a day or so. This will quickly liven the 
stems and make them ready for planting. Small bundles may 
be placed in tubs of water for the same results. 


|f possible plant at once. If weather conditions do not per- 
mit immediate planting, place bundles or boxes in a cool but 
frost proof cellar. Should planting be delayed more than one or 
two days, unpack stock and heel-in a well-drained location. 


Heeling-in Stock Temporarily 


Pick a spot in the shade of trees, if possible, and certainly 
out of the wind. Dig a trench sufficiently deep and wide to 
receive roots and at least a third of the top without crowding 
or breaking roots. Lean the stock bundles or trees at an angle, 
to save extra digging. Fine soil should be used so that the 
roots can be packed well to prevent air-pockets and drying 
out. Water when the ground is dry and heap the soil well 
about the stems of the stock. 


Preparation of the Ground 


Spade and plow thoroughly and deeply, raking or harrow- 
ing the soil fine and leveling off to facilitate planting. Dig 
holes generously wide and deep to receive root system with- 
out crowding or cramping roots. Loosen the soil in the bottom 
of the hole so that the roots may grow ‘‘in” readily. Do not use 
manure in these holes. A handful of bone meal or super- 
phosphate can be mixed in but that is all. 


CARE AFTER PLANTING 


Frequent cultivation after planting will maintain a dust 
mulch on top of the soil to conserve moisture and continue 
growth. Hoeing rather shallow gives best results in this 
respect and keeps beds free from weeds and orderly in 
appearance. 


In our dry country the proper use of water is necessary to 
get the best results. Don’t sprinkle. Water thoroughly. If a 
hose is used, remove the nozzle and let the water soak into 
the ground until saturated down to the roots. No further 
water is needed for several days if this procedure is followed. 
Watering in the evening or in early morning is best. 


Fertilizing in the Fall acts as a winter mulch and enriches 
the soil for the next season’s showing. Manure should be 
applied on top of the soil. It may be spaded in when well- 
rotted, but should never be placed next to the roots of 
plants. 


Shrub beds and circles cut about trees look much better 
when trimmed up with -a spade occasionally during the 
Summer. Ragged edges about shrub areas and weedy béds 
destroy much of the beauty of plantings. 


Occasional trimming of rank shoots will keep stock in bal- 
anced, compact growth. Trees given early attention in the 
development of a good head and leader will repay the slight 
attention necessary. Generally, it is well to pick first-year 
blossoms on fruits to strengthen stocks. 


Insect pests should have immediate attention. There are 
three classes of parasites to combat. First, insects which eat 
the leaf and stem tissue; second, insects which suck the sap 
from the leaves and stems; and third, fungous, and scale 
conditions, which attack leaves, stems, and bark. The first 
should be combated by a stomach poison such as Arsenate of 
Lead, Paris Green, etc. The second, by tobacco or nicotine 
solutions, Black Leaf 40, etc., when confined to the stems of 
leaves; and by more caustic or corrosive solutions, such as 
Lime-Sulphur, Kerosene and Soap Emulsion, and Fish Oil 
Emulsion, when confined to branches and stems. Dormant 
spraying for scale and egg infestations is most successful, as 
spraying with corrosive solutions when in foliage will remove 
foliage if the solution is of full strength. Rust and mildew 
are best combated by Bordeaux Mixture.

Beside the varieties 


Cultural Suggestions for Roses. When planting, trim all canes back to 8 inches, or even shorter. Plant 
deep enough to cover the bud in good soil in a sunny place. A pound of steamed bone-meal to each four 
plants, mixed into the bed, is good business but use no fresh manures. In watering, soak the bed, and then 
wait several days before repeating. To develop strong plants, prune off the first crop of buds, taking a 
leaf with each bud. When they are growing strongly, feed lightly with old manure or any good complete 


fertilizer. 


Keep the insect pests under control with regular sprayings of any nicotine extract, and use arsen- 


ate of lead for caterpillars. Don’t plant too early or water too heavily. 
Rose growing is really quite simple and failure commonly comes from trying to do too much. Sun and 


reasonable watering come first and only healthily growing plants can take feed. Try all the patent plant 
breakfast foods if you desire, but keep the quantities very small. ALL ROSES ARE OFFERED POSTPAID.

CHINESE ELMS The Wonder Tree of the West 


After ten years experience, we think this is a first class tree for any dry place. Give them a little 
help the first year or two and they will carry on even if their watering is utterly neglected. But they are 
at their best with a little watering thru the hot part of the Summer, and thinning or trimming every two or 
three years. Special care should be taken to keep the tree to a single leader, removing one side of each 


fork as soon as possible. 





CHINESE ELM 


Unless grown as a dry land tree, troubles of many 
kinds are apt to develop and the species becomes as 
troublesome as a poplar. 


This valuable tree may be used for hedging, setting 
the seedling plants two feet apart. Or single trees, by 
starting early, can be trimmed to columns or even 
globes. Very good windbreaks can be made by plant- 
ing seedlings or small trees three feet apart and doing 
no trimming. 

At planting time all trees should be thinned se- 
verely. Avoid trimming too high until a good head 
has been developed.

Good trees, and lots of them, is one of the greatest of Colorado’s needs. 


Home grown trees are by far 


the best and we have them in quantity. By all means visit our nursery and inspect the thousands of fine 
specimens of hardy trees that we have. This list includes everything that is reliable in our climate. 


Before planting, remove about one-third of the top from average heavy tops, by clipping branch ends and 


removing small branches and interfering limbs. Cut off frayed or bruised roots just above the point affected. 
Leave one branch or stem to develop into a leader. Set trees one or two inches deeper than they stood in the 
nursery and plant the same as Shrubs. In case of large trees, leave a saucer-like depression around the tree 


to hold a generous measure of water. 


ASH, GREEN. An easy tree to grow and one that makes a 
well-shaped crown. Hardy and drought resistant. 


BIRCH, CUT LEAF. This is the white-barked variety with 
finely cut leaves. The very finest of all lawn trees. Fast 
growing and entirely hardy if given reasonable watering. 
The beautiful weeping characteristic develops as the trees 
grow larger and is very little in evidence in the small trees. 


CATALPA. 


Bungei. This is the ornamental round headed type. 
Specimens priced from $5.00 up. Not reliably hardy. 


CRABS. Valued for their fine flowers, these dwarf trees fit 
into most landscape schemes. 
Bechtels. Best known. Bears a cloud of double large 
apple blossoms but no fruit.

The leaves are gray green and very little 
suckering takes place. Protect the trunk. 


Cottonless Cottonwood. We offer only the male trees 
that do not make cotton. Valuable trees for farms and 
large estates.

Beans do best in a dry and rather sandy soil, though they will do well under 
most garden conditions if not planted too late. Plant after all danger of frost is over 
and about every two weeks thereafter for a succession. Generally dwarf varieties 
are the earliest and hardiest. 

Beans are generally planted about two inches deep in rows two feet apart, and 
three inches apart in the row. Two pounds will plant 100 feet of drill. Until blos- 
soming season, frequent but shallow cultivation should be given. After that deep 
cultivation is apt to ruin the crop.

PLANTING FINE SEEDS 


Many flower seeds are very fine and require special care to get a 
stand. A few varieties, marked (*) have to be started early to flower 
well. Quite a few others, such as snapdragons and zinnias, can be started 
early to advantage. 

These should be planted thinly in finely sifted soil, without fertilizer. 
Cover very lightly and water with a fine spray until the plants are 
growing vigorously. There is considerable danger of the little plants 
rotting off and we suggest treating the seeds with Semesan and dusting 
the little plants with sulphur if trouble starts. 

As soon as the second pair of leaves develops, these seedlings should 
‘be transplanted to another shallow box filled with fine soil as before, 
spacing them about 114 inches each way. Keep these plants as cool as 
possible but give all the light that can be arranged. Transplant to the 
open ground after all danger of frost is past. 

Some plants, such as Poppies and Sweet Peas, should be planted early 
where they are to bloom. In fact, Poppies can be planted almost any 
time from September to May. Plant Sweet Peas early. _ 


But most flowers are best planted after danger of frost. Plant thinly 
and when they are up, thin to avoid crowding. Careful and thorough 
soil preparation always pays, but go pretty light on barnyard fertilizers 
at planting time. Our western soils always need phosphate and after the 
plants are growing vigorously stronger fertilizers can be used, but not
